T was not cheap credit that was 
| required to meet housin 
requirements, but a supply o 
raw materials, which was not forth- 
coming. This was stated by Mr. 8. 
MacEntee, Minister for’ Local 
Government and Public Health, dn 
the Senate yesterday, when moving 
the second reading of a Housing 
Amendment Bill (which wag passed) 
designed to make minor changes in 
previous legislation concerning 
subsidies. 

The Minister also stated that 
while the rate of mortality in tuber- 
culosis had decreased considerably 
since 1940, 1t had been reported that 
where people had been moved to 
better houses there had been a 
definite increase. ‘There seemed to 
be factors not strictly related to the 
housing conditions, There were 
countries where the people were 
getting a poorer ration of preventa- 
tive food, and yet their history was 
very much better than that of this 
country. : 

Since March 3lst, 1940, he said, 
over 4,000 new houses had been 
built and over 7,000 had been recon- 
structed. Now there were 1,468 new 
houses under construction by private 
individuals and public building 
societies, and 3, 013 had been recon- 
structed. In rural areas 2,259 houses 
were under construction and 30,005 
were being reconstructed.

SHELL - 
CASSINO 


HE German troops in Cassino— 
9 gateway to the Rome road 

are preparing for a final stand 
there, report front line despatches, 
says Reuter. Allied forces are 
edging through the mountain 
defences little more than 3 miles 
away, and, according to Cairo 
Radio, this historic cathedral town 
is under heavy and concentrated 
shell fire. 

Thaw is setting in along the whole 
front, and, with the rivers rising, 
ground conditions are _ hindering 
operations 
Haig Nicholson, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent, reported last night 
from the. Fifth Army front that 
German troops on the east side of 
Cassino were fortifying cellars and 
blowing up buildings to construct 
formidable defences. All bridges 
into the town have been blown. 
Spearheads ‘converging’ on the 
Cassino road are close to their 
immediate local objectives. 


Reports from Allied H. Q., North 
Africa, said that British and 
American troops were closing in for 
the assault, on 1,500 feet Monte 
Trocchio—the last mountain barrier 
before Cassino. In the past 24 
hours they have gained more high 
ground and have secured a spring- 
board for the blow. 


NOT CAPTURED

Marriage Bonus 
Suggestion 
In Senate 


Fuller statistical information on 
the problem of family allowances 
and the wider problem of poverty, 
was asked for by Mr. R. Mulcahy 
in the Senate yesterday on the 
second reading of the Children’s 
Allowances Bill. 
Mr. MULCAHY said he welcomed 
two principles of the bill whole- 
heartedly—its non-contributory basis 
and its universality. The Inter- 
departmental Committee which had 
reported on this matter must have 
accumulated a big amount of 
statistical iníormhtion. It was very 
urgent that this information should 
be made available to the public. A 
recent survey of 21 Dublin families, 
comprising 133 persons, had shown 
that the average amount per head 
spent on food weekly was 7s. 7d., 
but one-third of them only spent 5s. 
per head weekly. 
He would suggest that the amount 
to be spent under thie bill be raised 
by half a: million pounds, and that 
the extra amount be spent on 
marriage bonuses of, say, £20, thus 
helping to overcome the expense of 
the early years of marriage. He 
would also suggest that in the case 
of large families in which there were 
seven children under 16 the allow- 
ances should be paid on all. the 
children, and where there were five 
children under 16 allowances should 
be paid on four children. 

The debate was adjourned till to- 
day. 
The second reading of the Agricul- 
ture (Amendment) .Act, 1943, giving 
certain powers to the Minister. for 
Agriculture to suspend County Com- 
mittees of Agriculture and their 
officials, was agreed to. 3
